REALTY FUTURE 


l l . K. Templeton, banker, addressed a 
* * gathering of real estate men recently, 
trying to draw from history some indica­ 
tion of realty’s future. He made the follow, 
ing predictions, based on his studies. 
Some degree of inflation cannot be es­ 
caped, because federal debt, enormously 
and inevitably increased by war, has al­ 
ready created some inflation. Real estate 
has been affected by it, and will continue 
to be affected by further inflation. If mort­ 
gage financing remains on a conservative 
basis, it could restrict, to some degree, a 
runaway market in realty. 
There will be a good postwar market 
for new houses, as well as for those al­ 
ready built. New residential construction 
demand will probably be in the medium 
brackets, 87,500 to $12,500. The “ post war 
house” of some architects' dream 
will 
come eventually, but not all in a rush. In­ 
ovations in materials and prefabrication 
will 
develop gradually. There will 
be 
ample 
mortgage money, but rates may 
stiffen.

I HAVE always thought there 
wan much exaggeration in the re­ 
ports about the extent of vitamin 
deficiency in the United States 
and Canada. I have also felt there 
aas a screw loose somewhere in

the researches which indicate th* 
need for such large amounts of vi­ 
tamins daily, as generally speci­ 
fied. 
The vitamins were discovered 
about 1906, named in 1911, but 
didn't get much play in medicine 
and hygiene until about 1925. We 
are now told that the diet of over 
half the American people is in­ 
adequate and that millions show 
evidence of deficiency diseases. 
It just doesn’t make sense. The 
diet of the American people has 
not changed radically since 1906 
except to be enlarged to contain 
more vitamin-containing foods— 
green and yellow vegetables and 
fresh fruits. If so we are better 
off than the population before 
1906. It doesn't seem possible to 
me that the entire American peo­ 
ple did what they did before 1906 
and on the whole looked a* healthy 
ss they did on s deficiency diet. 
Analysis of Vitamin Reports 
Let us analyze one of the,* vi­ 
tamins reports, as a sample. Re­ 
member that the only vitamin de­ 
ficiency discases that we know to 
be proved are: night blindness 
and eye infection, neuritis, mouth 
ulceration, scurvy, rickets, pel­ 
lagra, loss of blood clotting and 
impotence. Now on that basis ob- 
M-rve what the researchers do. 
Here is a report on the vitamin 
status of a rural population. It 
finds that among 600 families sup­ 
posed to be eating inadequate 
diets, there are something like C50 
persons who show symptoms of 
deficiency. But what are the symp­ 
toms they ascribe to deficiency? 
Watery eyes, loss of appetite, con­ 
stipation, undue awareness of 
heart, leg cramps, fatigue and 
nervousness. Compare that list to 
the known symptoms and signs of 
vitamin deficiency given above. 
When did lacrymation, anorexia 
and fatigue get to be infallible 
signs of vitamin deficiency? 
I suggest a board of real clin­ 
icians be appointed to check the 
findings of the vitamin experts. 
On that board I would like Dr. 
I.. Emmett Holt, of Baltimore, 
who recently released a paper in 
which he said: 


1. "The daily intake of thiamin# 
(Vitamin B) could be reduced ta 
one-tenth of recommended daily 
allowance of th# National Re­ 
search Council and kept at this 
level for months without any evi­ 
dence of vitamin deficiency." 
2. “The incidence of B defi­ 
ciencies in the United States ap­ 
pears to 
b# greatly 
overesti­ 
mated." 
3. “Indiscriminate vitamin med­ 
ication is not without possibili­ 
ties of harm and should be con­ 
demned." 
On that board also I would like 
to have Dr. Paul W'osika. of Chi­ 
cago, who recently reported after 
a number of tests that night blind­ 
ness, as shown by dark adapta­ 
tion, was more due to other fac­ 
tor* than Vitamin A in th# diet. 
On that board also I would like 
to have Dr. Lieutenant Michael 
Pijoau, U.S.N., who recently re­ 
ported about Vitamin C: 
1. "Aside from its influence on 
the amino-acid metabolism of pre­ 
mature infants, the prevention 
and treatment of scurvy is th# 
only role that can be ascribed to 
Vitamin C. 
2. "Relatively small amounts of 
the vitamin and not necessarily 
daily are sufficient.”

Then wring a sheet out 
of water at room temperature and 
lay it on top of the blanket and 
sheet. The patient lies on that 
and the wet sheet is wrapped 
around him, then the other sheet, 
then the blanket.

Congressman Vincent is allow­ 
ed $6,500 for his office expenses 
in Washington, and from this he 
allowed the $1,800 salary t*o Rhea.
